"I heard travelers and wagoners 
speak of Edmond Martin's Tavern 
and wagon yard, but never heard of 
Throckmorton's Tavern, near Mil- 
lei.shurg." writes J. S. Millikin in 
leininlscences of the Maysville-Lex- 
ington pike, "One of Edmond Mar- 
tin's grandsons married the daugh- 
ter of Rev. C. F. Oney. When in 
Millersburg on a visit, I took din- 
ner with him.
